‘the past fow years; of the steady and 
intensive growth of the attack; its 
object and the results obtained, and 
the effect on the civilian population 
and industry. 


‘The Bishop of Chichester 


Our interview followed closely up- 
on the address of the Bishop of Chi- 
chester in the British House of Lords 
wherein the Bishop criticized what he 
contended was indiscriminate bomb- 
ing of German cities and the killing 
of thousands of civilians. 

In his address the Bishop said he 
did not wish to reflect any criticism 
on the pilots, gunners and air crew 
which carried on without injury and 
violence from which non-combatants 
as well as combatants suffered. He 
recalled the joint declaration of the 
United Nations, and) France, at the 
‘outbreak of war, of their intentién to 
conduct hostilities with the firm de- 
sire to spare the civilian population, 
but pointed out that in the’ process 
of a lon& and exhausting struggle it 
was possible to forget what they had 
once held without question to imply. 

Nor was he forgetting the terrible 
damage the Luftwaffe had done to 
Belgrade, Warsaw; Rotterdam, Lon- 
don,. Portsmouth, Coventry, Plymouth 
Canterbury and many other places cf 
military, industrial and cultura] im- 
portance. The question with which he 
was concerned was; “Did the Govern 
ment understand the full force of 
what our aerial bombardment was do 
ing and what it was now destroying? 
Was it alive not only to the vastness 
of the material damage, much of 
which was irreparable, but also to the 
harvest it was laying up for the fu- 
ture relationships of, the people of 
®urope? He recognized the legiti- 
macy of concentrated attacks, but to 
obliterate a whole town because cer- 
tain portions contained military and 
industrial establishments was to re- 
ject a fair sense of balance. 

At Hamburg alone, a city of be- 
tween one and two million. people, 
German statistics stated some 28,000 
persons had been killed-—-yet Ham- 
burg was one of the most democratic 
towns in Germany. Berlin, he said, 
was four times larger than Hamburg 
and while war establishments were 
fair targets some 74,000 persons had 
been killed and 3,000,000 were al- 
ready homeless—the policy was oblit- 
eration and that was not a justifiable 
act of war. And so throughout his ad 
dress the Bishop criticized the Gov-

| Viscount Cranborne Speaks Out 


To his support in the House of 
Lords came Viscount Cranborne, Sec- 
retary of State for Dominion, Affairs, 
who pointed out the R.A.F.,had never 


civilians. London, he said, had been 
battered by German bombs and des- 
troyed before a single British bomb 
fell on German soil. Tt would be 
wrong to gloat over. the destruction 
of German cities, forced upon the 
Government by the military situation 
but he said, speakers “should face 
hard facts. War could not be carricd 
on without inflicting suffering on 
immediately responsible 
causing the conflict. What they 
had to do was to weight against each 
other how much suffering was to be 
caused or saved by the kind of action 
which we might feel obliged to take. 

In recent months the right rever- 
end prelate had pointed out again 
and again the cruelties which were 
being inflicted by the Axis Powers 
upon the Jews and other people of 
the occupied countries, how they were 
being persecuted, tortured, starved, 
and he had a’ked the Government to 
do what it could to relieve their mis- 
eries. The Government felt the only 
true cure was to bring the war to a 
victorious end and liberate the oc- 
cupied countries. The purpose of the 
present air offensive was to achieve 
just that happy result at ‘the éarl- 
iest possible moment. 


It might well be, continued Vis- 
count Cranborne, and he did not link 
the facts, that thesé. great German 
war industries could only be paraly- 
sed by bringing the whole life of the 
cities in which they were situated to 
a standstill, and’ makifig it quite 
impossible to carry on their work. It 
fully justified the present nected 
campaign. , 

Air Marshal Harris’ answer to his 
critics was that civilians did not have 
to remain in the cities under bomb- 
ardment. There was safety he eaid 
for these people in the country where 
war industries were not concentrated 
Those remaining in the cites weré 
working in wa'r industries and as far 
as he was concerned they . would 
never enjoy a peaceful moment nor 
any comfort while they remained in 
such cities. From the hard glint that 
came into his eyes we knew that he 
meant every word of what he eaid 
and that hard and dangerous days 
lay ahead of the German industrial 
worker. 

Up fo that time the Marshal told 
us some 26,000’ tons of bombs had 
fallen on Berlin; He. estimated that it 
would take some 40,000 tons to wipe 
out all industry there. It was the 
intention to completely crush the 
city and between a half and two- 
thirds of the objective had rey 
been attained. 

He had estimated that it would 
take 15,000 tons of bombs to destroy 
Hamburg, but 10,000 tons had des- 
troyed about 76 per cent of the city, 
or 6,000 acres. 

Some 40,000 square miles of Ger- 
many had been devastated outside 
the City of Berlin, and we saw a num 
ber of the Air Force pictures taken 
over Berlin and other German cities. 


These inchided Keil, Hamburg, Hagen 
Frankfurt, Essen, Dusseldrof, Ros- 
tock, Cologne, the Krupps work in 
Berlin, Dunlop Factory at Montluson, 
the Renault works in Paris. Shown 
in the third demengion the buildngs 
stood out clearly in the photographs 


and the damage was terrific. 


It was the Air Marshal's opinion 
that given sufficient bombers the 
war could be brought to an end with- 
in a couple of months. He told of 
loads carried by the bombers which 
included high explosives and incen- 


diaries. 


Speaking of training the Air Mar- 
shal expressed high praise for the. 
training being given in Canada and 
the work being done by the Cana-

He told of the large number of 
planes used in the attacking forces

An explanatory pamphlet, per 
family, to be issued simultaneously 
will proyide consumers with a sum- 
ary of the supply situation in sugar, 
butter and preserves. 

Ration Book 5, similar in size to 
previous’ books, will contain 25 cou- 
pons on each of its 11 pages as 
against 16 previously. There are’ no 
tea-coffee or meat coupons but seven 
sheets of spate Coupons and a sur- 
render card should take care of any 
emergency. 

Distribution of the new pink-cover- 
ed ration book is again undertaken 
by volunteer workers. Every .appli- 
cant must complete the stub of “K” 
coupon sheet in ration book 4, filling 
in name, address and ration book pre- 
fix letters and serial number. The 
“K” coupon sheet must not be detach 
ed but the whole book taken to the 
distributing centre where it will be 
returned upon issue of the new book. 
Dates of distribution in your commun 
ity during this ‘particular week will 
be announced later.

~ Stage Door Canteen

It is not often done, to begin a 
story with thanks, but in this case 
there would be no story if it had not 
been for the courtesy of the Wartime 
Information Board, alias Mr. Harry 
Sedgewick and Miss Thomas; Lady 
Hardwicke, Miss Judith Evelyn, et al. 
Through these obliging people a visit 
—in fact, two visits,—to New York's 
famous Stage Door Canteen were 
possible. 

Apart from a slightly erroneous 
impression inspired in many by Holly 
wood, the Stage Door Canteen is 
very much as the film shows it. It 
is, was, and probably always will be 
more difficult to enter and become a 
part of than the innermost shrine of 
the Masonic order,—for a_ civilian. 
This was explained reasonably to me 


‘on the grounds that the place and 


its workers dre under the surveillance 
of the Federal Bureau of. Investiga- 
tion. Natural enough, when one con- 
Siders that its purpose is solely fot 
the men in the services; if it weren't 
for them there would be no Stage 
Door Canteen.

My first visit, however, took place 
that same evening, under the patron- 
age of Lady Hardwicke, who was un- 
able to be present herself as she had 
just returned home from Hollywood 
‘where she was visiting her anbans 
Sir Cedric Hardwicke.

From my guide, an attractive red- 
haired girl married to a Scot now 
overseas, I learned many ertinent 
facts and figures about the Stage 
Door Canteen and its operation, It is 
operated by the American Theatre 
Wing, and those who work in it or 
are connected with it in any way are 
all members of the theatrical profes- 
sion in some capacity. The crest of 
this organization is very novel in- 
deed, as witness my guest card sign- 
ed for that evening. The crest con- 
sists of wings sprouting over a half 
mask, with the word “Theatre” direct 
ly over the mask and “Amer” and 
“Wing” on each side. 

Asad fact I discovered immediat- 
ely on entering the Canteen and be- 
ing shunted about by hundreds of 
men in uniform, is that visitors are 
not permitted-to. sit. The seating 
capacity is limited and is reserved for 
those for whom thé Canteen is oper- 
ated. Neither is a visitor allowed to 
dance or to eat, all of which is under 
standable. 

When I asked, fearful that I might 
be keeping a hostess from her work, 
if I might wander about a bit on my 
own, so to speak, she told me that 
guests must not be left unattended. 
This, of course, circumvents any 
would-be enemy agents from search- 
ing out the lay of the land among 
the airmen, soldiers, and sailors pre-

wealth’s forces. The Commission was 
formed during the Great War and 
operates under special powers con- 
ferred by Royal Charter. Its head- 
quarters are in London, England, and 
its Canadian member. is the Hon. 
Vincent Massey, High Commissioner 
for Canada. 

Although, due to the exigencies of 

war, the Canacian Army has had to 
assume the duty of choosing War 
Cemetery sites marking the graves 
with the approved, temporary wood- 
en crosses, maintaining the cemeter- 
ies during hostilities and kecping ac- 
curate and detailed records of thase 
buried, it has carried out all such pre 
liminary @vork under the’ guidance of 
the Commission. The transfer of ac- 
tive responsibility from the Army ‘to 
the Commission, at the end of the 
‘war, will thus be effected smoothly 
and without the confusion . which 
might otherwise occur. 
‘ When that time comes, one of the 
first duties of the Commission will 
be the replacement, of all temporary 
memorials with permanent _head- 
stones.. Such headstones, however, 
cannot be erected now, due to short- 
age of labor, lack of transport and- 
Overseas —. the ever present danger 
of ‘war damage. 

As a temporary measure, therefore 
all known graves will remain mark: 
ed by. specially designed wooden 
crosses; by the Star of David in the 
case of Jewish graves, or by other 
appropriate forms of memorialg ap- 
provei by the Commission. These 
temporary memorials are ruggedly 
‘built, painted white and bear the 
regimental particulars in black let- 
ters. In the Overseas theatres most 
of them are constricted on the spot 
by men of the Royal Canadian En» 
gineers. 

After peace is declared, and the 
danger of war, damage removed, the 
Commission will erect the standard; 
copyrighted headstone which, since 
1914-1918, has been reserved as a 
mark of honour used only on the 
graves of fallen members of the Com 
monwealth’s forces. As a symbol of 
the equality of sacrifice all head- 
stones are of identical size and de- 
sign, regardless of rank. 

This traditional stone memorial is 
2 feet 6 inches high, 1 foot 3 inches 
thick. Ample space is provided on 
each stone for a personal inscription 
and the engraving of a religious em- 
blem, if the next-of-kin so desires.

diseased plant will appear quite 
sound and healthy from outward ap- 
pearance.

if they are softer than elsewhere on 


If the spots 
are due to ring-rot they should be 
soft and you should be able to 
squeeze juice out of them, Only one 
or-two of the tubers ina hill may 
show these first symptoms but all 
thé tubers in that hill will be diseas- 
ed and dangeronse to plant next year 
even if put in storage. 

Positive identification of ring-rot 
requires expert examination and can

The trouble ig that our prairie 
farmers can only produce commodi- 
ties for which there is a good mar- 
ket, and which will return a price 
that will cover costs of production 
with some profit. Markets—which 
nreans mainly export markets—there 
fore, and not. advice, govern the 
whole matter. To illustrate, this war 
has brought a large demand for hogs 
at remunerative pricés. Our farmers 
quickly increased hog production and 
needed no advice nor urging to do so. 

We must ever remember, however, 
that we cannot sell if we do not buy, 
and this means that if after the war 
large quantities of farm products are 
to be sold abroad, then Canadian 
people must be willing to purchase 
the goods of thoge foreign people who 
need our foodstuffs. This in turn 
means that high tariffs, which now 
obstruct the importation of ‘foreign 
goods, will have to be torn down, 
Those who earnestly desire to help 
farmers, therefore can best do so: by 


Rumanian wheat crop are not quite
